Some of the most learned men of our 
times entrusted with the administration of 
justice in our highest courts have been pre¬ 
occupied with censorship for many years. 
During the last 10 years much of the liti¬ 
gation and decision-making has been based 
on the legal definition of obscenity espec¬ 
ially with regard to films and the written 
word. Such departments of the government 
as the Post Office Department has barred 
the mails to what has been judged as ob 
scene. The general public, more often than 
not, has approved this form of censorship. 
By and large, the question of obscenity 
has been confined to constitutional issue. 

It is indeed a fact that our courts, es¬ 
pecially the Supreme Court, have relaxed 
their rulings and much more freedom pre¬ 
vails than in earlier times when they were 
prosecuting right and left for even straight¬ 
forward writings. While we are guaranteed 


Blow Hot, 

One of Aesop’s fables tells the story of a 
traveler who. on a cold night, sought refuge 
at a cottage in the woods. As the door open¬ 
ed and he was invited inside he began cup¬ 
ping his hands together and blowing on 
them. 

When asked by his host why he was do¬ 
ing this he replied: “Because my hands are 
cold." After he had warmed himself by the 
open fire and rested his weary limbs he was 
offered a steaming bowl of soup. 

Upon tasting the soup and discovering it 
was much too hot to eat. the hungry traveler 
began to blow on a spoonful before putting it 
in his mouth. Once again his host questioned 
his actions. The traveler replied: “Because 
the soup is hot." Whereupon the host, anger¬ 
ed by his guest's seemingly contradictory 
actions, asked him to take his leave. 

Nothing has changed much since Aesop's 
time. We only have to look around at the 
very structure of our present day society. 
Along with our traditions, it seems based on 
the strangely prevalent notion that the per¬ 
son who "blows hot and cold" on the same 
subject or takes a middle of the road view 
on an issue is hedging on it. 

One of the great errors of our time is that 
we have a tendency to identify strength and 


the freedom of speech under the First Am¬ 
endment our problem seemed to be one of 
freedom after we had spoken. 

It is an observable fact that we are 
in an unprecedented wave of obscenity. We 
have only to visit some Of the displays in 
book stores or read the glaring marquee 
of the theaters. 

Censorship in all forms — and as it 
pertains to obscenity — when based on con¬ 
stitutional rights must remain a function 
of the courts. The moral and intellectual 
issues must continue to rest with our so¬ 
ciety and with individuals. 

While the courts and the mails continue 
their vigilance we — collectively and in 
dividually — continue to strip others of the 
last shred of human dignity because of the 
circumstance of their birth. 

This is the most obscene thing in the 
world.

courage with a quick, adamant readiness 
to take sides. In all facets of our culture- 
political. social, economic, and religious— 
we deal with problems or disagreements in 
ways that divide the human race into sides: 
our side and their side. 

We suffer from a stubborn myopia when 
it comes to seeing problems as a whole. We 
cut short our thought processes, move into 
action, and see ourselves as decisive rather 
than indecisive. 

The role of fhe radical is that of a readi¬ 
ness to take sides ... to exploit ... to argue 
for the sake of winning, rather than en¬ 
couraging mutual understanding and work¬ 
able solutions. 

In this age of myriad problems, involving 
people of many different environments and 
many different interests, we may. like Pon¬ 
tius Pilate, stand condemned when our his¬ 
tory is written, because we too ask a great 
question—“What is the truth?"—and “wait¬ 
ed not for an answer." 

To be willing to ask, and before passing 
judgment, to be patient enough to wait for 
an answer, is not an offer to advocate weak¬ 
ness, no invitation to play safe—it is the 
most difficult of human endeavors and the 
most necessary.

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"For //ie printer took thoughts, which had 
theretofore been imprisoned in a single 
mind and distributed them all over the 
world” 


These words, by Benjamin Franklin, so apposite last month 
in observance of International Printing Week, also illustrate in 
a very profound way the impact the printing industry has had 
on our civilization. 


Printers have contributed more to the capacity of life than 
the wisdom of learned men. 


Printers have—and we use the word to embrace all whose 
skill enable words to appear on paper—preserved for some 
twenty-five hundred years the verses of Homer, the words of 
Shakespeare, the text of the Bible and much more without the 
loss of a syllable or letter. The magnitude of the printer’s art is 
more fully appreciated when we consider that infinite people, 
temples, governments, and cities have been demolished and de¬ 
cayed during this time. 


Words come and go. Wars, political campaigns, social unrest, 
and progress always bring new—or little used—words back 
into use. Webster’s dictionary contains 450,000 words. Shake¬ 
speare, who probably used every word known to him, used 
only 15,000 words. Today’s college student has an estimated 
vocabulary of 30,000. It is heartening that in this twentieth 
century, with all its mass communications, the printed word has 
kept its priceless character. 


Printers know more than how to keep the presses running. 
They know what keeps them running. They are aware — pos¬ 
sibly more than any group—there is no single wisdom ... no 
single person who has all knowledge . . . that knowledge and 
wisdom is obtained from a compendium of other peoples 
thoughts and observations. Many of us must learn the same 
things again and again, from the beginning, for ourselves. The 
process can be accelerated, deepened, and solidified by a bor¬ 
rowing of the insights of other people. All the truths we need to 
lead an admirable life are all around us—spread out on the 
printed page. We must annex them . . . conquer them . . . make 
them our own . . '. use them. The exactness of a phrase used 
by someone else may sum up an idea we have dimly groped for. 
An unexpected image or point of view written by another may 
open a sphere for us which would otherwise go unexplored. 
Words written at another time and place—kept intact by 
printers—may be so salient when we read them today our ap¬ 
proach to living might never be the same again. 


There are only eight notes for the musician ... a few basic 
colors for the artist . . . but there are many thousands of words 
that can be ours. Without them there would be no prose, no 
poetry, no science, no creed, no nothing. Without them we 
would be chained to isolation. Not all of us realize the tre¬ 
mendous influence we have through our vocabulary. We have — 
through words—the power to elevate, to depress, to hurt, to 
heal. We must respect this power and accept the responsibility 
for how we use it. 


The printed page may be just a pleasant evening’s reading 
or a study in depth on some particular subject. It is always 
worthwhile if the yield is at least a few words worth keeping in 
mind for the rest of one’s life. « 


Words—placed on pages by printers—are more than sym¬ 
bols for things or thoughts. They are treasured gems to be 
polished into sentences . . . gathered into paragraphs. They are 
the materials with which we build bridges between minds . . . 
and hearts.
